No sir, this Georgia is not 
SOUTH of South Carolina, but « 
located in the southern tip of Russia 
in Europe. Its exact location is in 
the Caucasian Mountains, on the 
eastern shore of the Black Sea, and 
west of Azerbaijan. - 

The history of Georgia dates back 
long before Christ, for it has been 
estimated that people lived in this 
area 4,000 to 5,000 years ago. Al- 
though temporarily conquered and 
overrun at different times by the 
Arabs, the Turks, the Mongols, and 
the Persians, Georgia has lived 
through the ages and has been an 
independent kingdom for more than 
2,000 years. It was in 1802, *tha* 
Georgia lost its independence and 
was absorbed into the Russian Em- 

Cire by Alexander the Great. This 
appened because at that time, 
Georgia was divided up into do- 
mains ruled over by princes. These 
princes often fought among them- 
selves and the Queen, who recently 
married a Russian prince, looked to 
Alexander to restore order. Alex- 
ander did restore order and an- 
nexed Georgia to Russia. In Octo- 
ber, 1917, when the Russian Empire 
fell, Georgia again declared its in- 
dependence by forming the Repub- 
lic of Georgia. In 1922, Georgia 
together with its sister republics of 
Armenia and Azerbaijan formed the 
Transcaucasian Federation of Soviet 
Republics. The republics were later 
absorbed in the USSR (Union of 
Soviet Socialistic Republics) each 
with its own autonomous govern- 
ment. 

The stamps of the Republic of 
Georgia like those of Azerbaijan, 
were printed on paper similar to 
that used in the making of thi 
comic book. These stamps were 
rudely printed and very few of 
[them actually were used on letters. 
There is a story that just before 
Georgia joined the Transcaucasian

CHIEF WILLIAM A. BULMER 

EAST PATERSON, NEW JERSEY 
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THE telephone's shrill ring disturbed the 
momentary quiet of the East Paterson Police 
Station. It was three o'clock in the afternoon, 
October 2, 1947. 

"Police Headquarters, Sergeant Green speaking," 
said the heavy-set man at the switchboard. "Just a 
minute; I'll connect you with the Chief." 

Chief of Police William A. Bulmer sat behind his 
orderly desk, looking over traffic reports. Head of 
the East Paterson Police Department since its start 
in 1926, he was respected by the townspeople for 
his honesty, efficiency and effectiveness. 

Green's voice interrupted Bulmer's routine work.

Before Bulmer could reply, the other end of the 
line went dead. Bulmer sat quietly for a moment, 
the phone still in his hand. Then he called in Cap- 
tain Smythe. 

Bulmer repeated the phone conversation to 
Smythe, adding, "I want two men to patrol Main 
Street at all times. From the way our informer 
talked, the robbery will be attempted today or to- 
morrow. Get on it right away!" 

Twenty-four hours later a call came through to 
Chief Bulmer at his office: "Chief, this is Patrolman 
Barrow ... A small-time crook we've been watch- 
ing, named Timmy Roe, was just killed in front of 
his rooming-house ... A couple of witnesses got a 
good description of the get-away car . . . The body 
is on its way to the morgue." 

"AH right, Barrow," snapped Bulmer, Til be 
right over."

■want a description of the get-away car flashed to 
all nearby cities. Those boys couldn't have gone 
far! It's really too bad they got Timmy. He wasn't 
really a bad guy, just weak. He did his best to help 
us break a lot of cases in the last few years. In fact, 
I'm sure he's the one who gave us the tip on the 
planned robberies. Probably that's why he was 
killed. I want those murderers, and I want them 
quick!" 

A few minutes later a call was relayed from 
headquarters to Chief Bulmer. A squad car had 
spotted an automobile matching the description of 
the get-away car parked on the outskirts of town. 
It was empty, and a search of the area had revealed 
neither suspects nor clues. 

Chief Bulmer rushed to the location of the car, 
now guarded by two officers. Further inspection 
uncovered nothing of apparent consequence that 
might lead to the identification of the fugitives. 
Both the plates and the car had been stolen. Shoved 
behind a back seat, however, Chief Bulmer found 
a copy of that day's newspaper. "Haul the car back 
to town, boys," Bulmer ordered. "I want to catch 
up on my reading!" 

A page-by-page study of the newspaper followed. 
About to give up the idea that the paper must yield 
a clue, he suddenly noticed a cross-word puzzle, 
completely worked out, in a corner of the comic 
section. 

"Whoever worked this out is certainly an expert 
at it," thought Chief Bulmer. "Not only is it com- 
pleted, but this is a particularly hard puzzle. Plenty 
of references to mythology. Now let's see, is there 
anything we can learn about his writing?" 

Most of the letters were nondescript capitals, but 
an almost microscopic analysis of them revealed 
that whoever filled out the puzzle had a peculiar 
twist on the end of his "E's". "Well," said Bulmer 
to himself, "we know three things about one of 
the murderers. He's a cross-word addict, he knows 
plenty about mythology, and he has a unique way 
of writing an 'E'. Now to figure out a way to make 
him show his hand." 

The next day the editor of the largest local paper 
was called to Bulmer's office. "I need your help," 
Bulmer told hira, "You know about the Timmy 
Roe killing. I think we can catch the gang that 
murdered him— if you give me your help! I want 
you to run a cross-word puzzle contest. Offer a 
large cash prize and give it plenty of publicity. 
But make sure you state that the prize will be sent 
by mail. No sense frightening our man away. And 
—oh, yes, see that you have plenty of questions 
about mythology in it. This is a long shot, but I 
have a hunch it'll pay off." 

The paper complied. Front page publicity and 
advertising announced that the contest was to run 
for seven days, with each day's puzzle getting in- 
creasingly difficult. It was necessary to solve the 
first day's puzzle in order to work the second, and 
so on, for each day of the contest. 

While the contest was in progress, Bulmer con- 
tinued his own investigation of Timmy Roe's mur- 
der. Every possible suspect was questioned, but all 
provided air-tight alibis. 

The day the contest was completed, the entries, 
600 of them, were placed on Bulmer's desk. Care- 
fully screening each one, Bulmer, after three hours 
of steady "judging," came up with almost an exact 
duplicate of the one he had found in the get-away 
car. "Smythe," he called to the captain, "I think 
we've found our man! Check it yourself and see," 

"This sure lo?ks like it, Chief," agreed Smythe. 



"There's no address given but a New York Po» 
Office box number. The guy signs his name at Tom 
Jeffries. Probably phoney, but we might as well 
check on the box number." 

"Right, Harry," replied Bulmer. "We'll go to 
New York right away and contact the police there. 
The prize money will be mailed out in a day or 
two, so we'll have to keep a twenty-four-hour 
watch on that branch Post Office. I think we've 
got our murderer!" 

For five days Bulmer and Smythe haunted that 
branch Post Office in New York. Finally, during 
the height of the afternoon rush, a short, swarthy 
man approached one of the lock boxes, took out 
a key, removed the mail and left. Bulmer followed 
him. His appearance, more like that of a business 
man than a police chief, made his pursuit easier. 

Bulmer's shadowing of "Tom Jeffries" led him 
to a cheap rooming-house in a run-down section 
of New York. Shortly after the suspect entered 
the building, Bulmer put in a call to Smythe, who 
had returned to the precinct police station. "I know 
where our man hangs out," said Bulmer, "Bring 
along a local policeman and meet me at the corner 
of 23rd Street and Second Avenue." 

The New York policeman, Smythe and Bulmer 
held a hasty conference on the corner. "I found out 
from the janitor," Bulmer informed them, "that 
three men just moved into an apartment on the 
third floor. They hardly ever go out— and when 
they do it's at night. There are two doors from 
the hall to the apartment, one leading into the 
living-room and the other into the kitchen. I'll 
enter the front door. Smythe, you cover the back, 
and as soon as you hear me go in, let yourself in 
the kitchen with this pass key. Sergeant, you stay 
in the front hall. I don't think we'll have too much 
trouble. They don't suspect anything. But don't 
forget, these men wouldn't hesitate to pull a gun." 

The three policemen entered the house and 
walked up the old, cr saking stairs, Bulmer knocked 
on the door. 

Above the blare of recorded jazz music, a man's 
voice called out, "Who is it?" 

"I'm selling magazines," Bulmer answered. "I 
have lots of different kinds— the Post, Life, cross- 
word puzzle books—" 

"Never mind, Mac," answered the same voice, 
"We have all we need." 

"Wait a minute, Marv," came another voice. 
"Let him in. It'll save me the trouble of going out 
for them." 

As the door opened, Bulmer drew bis gun. 
"Okay, you guys, stay where you are!" he ordered. 
"You're all under arrest!" 

"Hey, what's the gag?" growled Marv, retreat- 
ing toward the kitchen. "You got nothing on us!" 

The other men, at first too stunned to move, 
quickly followed Marv's lead and began edging 
toward the kitchen. They were immediately stopped 
by Captain Smythe, who appeared in the doorway. 

Still protesting their innocence, the suspects were 
brought back to East Paterson for thorough ques- 
tioning. Confronted with the identical patterns in 
the cross-word puzzles, and unable to give a satis- 
factory alibi for the time of the murder, the three 
men finally confessed that they had murdered 
Timmy Roe, "as an example to all stool pigeons." 

Thus Chief William A. Bulmer brought about 

the arrest and eventual conviction of one of the 

most brutal gangs of thieves and murderers ever 

to threaten the safety of the people of East Paterson.
